Our sii hee have Seshabie read about the Drive for the 
Catholic War Fund in the Archdiocese of New York, not in- 
cluding Brooklyn. The Dtive-was under the immediate dir®éc- 
‘tion of Cardinal Farley, and the goal was $2,500,000. Within 
one week’s time more than $4,000,000 were secured. 

While a number of non-Catholics contributed generously, 
uch as the Carnegie Foundation and Mr. Harry P. Whitney, 
he parishes of the diocese contributed more than the $2,500,- 

000 assessed. An assessment was made on all the parishes— 
nearly 300—and a committee from each parish was to collect 
within the boundaries of its congregation at least an amount 
equal to the assessment levied. Several parishes were as- 
sessed $50,000, and nearly all the parishes “went over the 
top.”. Some of New York’s wealthy Catholics contributed 
$25,000.and $50,000, each. : 

Washington itself took great interest in this Drive, as 
was evidenced by the presence of the Secretary of the Navy, 
Daniels, who gave an address at the opening of the Campaign. 
President Wilson sent a letter requesting New York City to 
get behind the Drive; a Protestant minister and a Jewish 
rabbi were among the speakers at the meeting which inaugu- 
rated the Campaign. 

In, this connection it may be well to state why it is that 
the Catholics, through the Knights of Columbus, are engaged 
in this War Welfare Work, why we do not let the Y. M. C. A. 
have complete charge. This question is often asked of us. 

_.Now, one of the main reasons is that the strength of 
Catholics at the various cantonments demands that separate 
buildings be erected to accommodate them at Sunday services, 
etc. It is very true that the Y. M. C. A. had permitted the 
Catholic chaplains to use their buildings for divine services 
before the Knights of Columbus buildings were compléted. 
But ‘after the full quota of men had been sent to all these 
Army Camps, Catholic and Protestant services could hardly 
be held in the Y. M. C. A. buildings without one conflicting 
with the other. You-are aware how well Catholics attend 
to their Sunday obligation; not one service, but seven or 
eight, must be held every Sunday morning, if all Catholic sol- 
diers are to be accommodated; the “Y” buildings would be 
monopolized by Catholics on Sunday morning. Then, Catholic 
parents feel better when they know that their boys are under 
the same religious influence in the Camp as they were at home. 

It is not at all because of any intolerance of the Catholic 
Church towards the Y. M. C. A. as a Protestant.institution, 
that the K. of C. are in the work. The intolerance is on the 
other side. The Y. M. C. A. is constitutionally and admittedly 
an organization for Evangelical Protestants, and admits 
Catholics only by sufferance. 

Then, fully one-half the people of the United States are 
affiliated with no religion; by having recreational centers both 
under Protestant and Catholic auspices, the unchurched have 
their choice between religious and social work offered by the 
two great bodies of Christians at work in this country. The 
K. of C. buildiites are for all the soldiers, the same as the 
“Y’s” are, and proselyting was never thought of by Catholics 
when the decision was made to do welfare work for the boys 

There is really no duplication of work, nor a double ex- 
pense. If the Knights of Columbus had not gone into this 
work, the Y. M. C. A. Ww ould need more buildings, more secre- 
taries, etc., and since the Knights of Columbus’ work is 
operated more economically than that of the Y. M. C. A., a 
real saving results from having both organizations work in 
the field and co-operate. We feel safe in saying that the Y. M. 
64. Pie has received far more money from Catholics than the 
K. of C. nave from non-Catholics. The Catholic clergy are 
willing to recognize the great good which the Y. M. C. A. is 
doing in behalf of the boys, while they believe that welfare 
work under Catholic auspices is more satisfactory to the 
Catholic boys. 


In our issue of March 24th, we quoted from the Roanoke 
(Va.) World News, to the effect that the Federal Government 
was about to organize in that city a secret branch of the 
A. Pi A, 

From numerous readers we have received the word that 
a wrong designation was given to this organization; that the 
real name is the American Protective League, which has noth- 
ing to do with the old A. P. A. It was organized by the De- 
partment of Justice to assist in running down spies and other 
propagandists of our enemies.
